“WILSON SHOULD RESIGN AT 
ONCE”—BRYAN AT CHICAGO. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—William Jennings Bryan, in Chicago today, 
gave out a statement suggesting that “President Wilson should re- 
sign at once.” 

“Now that the American people have decisively declared against 
the League of Nations as written by the President,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“it would seem desirable to carry out the verdict immediately. This 
can be easily done. 

“The President should resign at once and turn over his office 
to Mr. Marshall, on the condition that on the convening of Congress 
in December, Mr. Marshall appoint Senator Harding Secretary of 
State and himself resign. 

“The law then would make Mr. Harding President, and with the 
Republican support in Congress he could at once put into operation 
the plan for the United States to enter into an association of nations 
for peace. 

“As world peace is a thing nearest the g resident's heart, he can 
hardly refuse to hasten the coming of peace by so small a sacrifice— 
if it could be called a sacrifice—to escape from a three months’ 
combat with a hostile Congress, supported as it is by the recent vote.”

FIRE LINKED

Costly Blaze Destroys Two 
' Plants; Men Seen Hurrying

Fire believed by the police to have 
been of incendiary origin last night 
destroVed the plants of the Almgelus 
Lamber and Box Company and John 
Nix & Co., produce merchants, at 
locations reaching from 1805 to 1809 
East Seventh street. The tota! loss 
was estimated at $106,000, which js 
partiy covered by insurance. * 

The-police are investigating re- 
ports thet threats had been made 
against the produce firm by mem- 
bers of the produce workers union, 
now out on strike for higher wages. 
Witnesses told the police that two 
men fied from the rear of the bulld- 
ing just after the biaze began. 

Flames were first noticed in the 
rear of the produce company's part 
of the two-stery brick building by 
Jim Dempsey, schoolboy, who was 
on board a street car on his way to 
his home at 3606 Ei Capitan street. 
Jumping off of the street car, he ren 
te the building. saw that the flames 
had considerable headway 
and he turned in the alarm. All 
of the apparatus in the downtown 
district responded and after an hour 
and half Gre department officials 
an need that the fire wag under 
control. The building was gutted. 

The loss on the building, which 
is owned by the firm of Stevens @ 
Binding of Long Beach, was piaced 
at $45,000. The value of the box 
company’s stock was estimated to 
have been $45,000 and the stock of 
the produte company was worth 
$10,000, half of which was covered 
by insurance, according to Manager 
F. &. Boekel of John Nix & Co. 

Mr. Eckel told the police that 
when the union workmen's contract 
expired on October 31, and, they 
walked out following the re of 
their demands for more pay, re- 
placed the strikers with an open- 
shop crew.

Because the electorate of Californie 
has defeated the Harris Enforcement Act 
it does not follow that there should be any 
temporizing with the enforcement of the 
Volstead law. The “Wartis Enforcement 
Act was passed by the State Legislature 
soon after the Bighteenth Amendment was 
ratified and before the Volstead law had 
been passed by Congress. With the Vol- 
stead Act in effect the Harris Act was su- 
perfuous, as two agencies were thereby 
created to do the same thing. 

By means of a referendary petition the 
operation of the Harris Act was suspended 
until] the question should be decided at a 
Seneral election; and in the election just 
beld the referendum was sustained.
